These are some of the reasons, but 


porhtip* the greater one is that the 
sturdy "VVelchman is head and shoul- 
ders above any other present day En- 
glishman in known dualities of states- 
manship. He is a man of broad Inter- 
national Influence,'and of Ideas beyond 
the material lull c scope of a merely 
Belfish nationalism. He sees the Brit- 
ish empire not merely as England, 
but as a great federation for good, 
-widely extended and with varied local 
interests which each individual mem- 
ber should direct for itoelf. With this 
vision of empire he would grant more 
autonomy for Egypt, self-government

The drop in 


values which came during the pre- 
vious summer hit the fur market hard, 
leaving an Immense collection of high 
priced furs In the hands of the buyers. 


In order to save the market from 


complete ruin, this great accumulation 
had to be disposed of before a large 
new supply reached the market, so 
buyers urged trappers to lay off for a 
season until the market became stabi- 
lized. Trappers generally heeded tha 
request and the fact that furs were 
not wanted and values very low did 
much, to further the inactivity. 


The result has been a genuine. 


scarcity of furs. The great accumu- 
lation has been worked off and the 
market Is In a receptive condition for 
large amounts of raw furs. Interviews 
with leading buyers reveal that the 
coming quotations on raw furs will be 
very high—In fact the highest ever 
offered compared with contemporary 
values In other commodities. 


In the years preceding the World 


war, trappers received from twenty 
cents to fifty cents each for musk- 
rat pelts and from one dollar to three 
dollars for skunk pelts. Living costs 
then were 40 per cent lower than 
they are today and wages show about 
the «une difference. By comparing 
these conditions with prices prevailing 
today It Is shown that rouskrnts nre 
worth three times as much as they 
were then, while other furs are pro- 
portionately higher. 


The high prices of today and the 


abundance of fur-hearing animals of- 
fer an opportunity to the trapper which 
has seldom been equalled, while resi- 
dents of smaller towns and even the 
farm boy and schoolboy will find a 
chance for a profitable occupation dur- 
ing spare hours.
